HE French Nation, which has 
formerly valued ir ſelf above 
all the World for its Ziumanity 
and Generoſity, is no Jonger to 
be known by either of theſe Characters, 
For, alas, the Spirit of Perſecution has fo 
imbitter'd the Tempers of ſuch as were 
otherwiſe good-natur'd, that nothing in 
the whole World comes nigh them for 
Cruelty and Barbarity, We have ſeen 110-

thing ſo horrible ſince the Account of the 
.Outrages committed in the SpanihConqueſt 
of America, publiſhed by Bartholomew de 
Caſas, one of ther Biſhops. 

The French Proteſtants have for a long 
time been;ſilent-under the Severity of*their 
ill Uſage, or. have only whiſper'd their 
Complaints: of it. The Reaſon of which 
may be eaſily gueſt. But now their bar- 
barous Perſecutors have carried things to 
that Extremity, that there is nothing left 
them either to hope or fear. The worſt 
that can be done to theſe faithful Servants 
of God, is, to kill them; the only thing in 
the World which they moſt wiſh. Now, 
that we might not be tempted to ag- 
gravate any thing in this Account, we have 
ſtrictly kept to the Relation given us in the 


Letters of ſiich as are the daily Spectators 
of theſe horrible Objets ; amongſt which, | 


ſome are of the Roman Communion, 

We might have given the World a more 
methodical and more moving Account of 
theſe Matters, but we .thought ir beſt to 
leave it to Nature to ſpeak without 4+: ; 
the Air of native Simplicity being-more pro- 
per to convince all People that here 1s 
10thing invented or unſincere. In ſhort, 
tre have extracted nothing eut of - thoſe

For if 
we ſhould have made Reflections on theſe 
things, we ſhould-have made a Volume; a 
very inſtruQive one indeed ; for we ſhould 
then - have ſeen the marvellous Submiſſion, 
Patience, and Reſignation of thoſe holy Cons » 
feſſors. That ExaQneſs to winch one that 
copies from others is reſtrained, will compel 
ns to make ſome Repetitions of-the ſame 
things ; but theſe are {o many different W:+- 
neſſes and Teſtimonies of the ſame Matters of 
Fat. And yet we have ſhunn'dRepetitions as 
much as. poſlible,. and have written nothing 
but what we can prove by ſeveral Letters.

Hat before the Hoſte after many inſtances, 
received at firſt a Thouſand Abuſes by 
Words, Kicks, and Blows with a Cane, be- - . 
fore they brought him to tht Baſtonade. 
And as the ' Martyr continued to refuſe it 
with Reſolution ; the Captain, accompanied - 
with other Officers and the Chaplain, or- 
dered him to be ſtript ſtark naked, and to. 
be Iaid at bis full ſtretch upon the Courſey,” .

(that is, the place on-which the Officers 

walk, betwixt the Benches of the Slaves) 
and made them give him fo crnel a Baſto- 
ade, that the Chaplain, fearing left” his 
Victim ſhould die on the ſpot, ordered them 
to give over; ſaying, It 1s enongh. T his 
poor Soulage received ſo many Blows both 
on the Courfey and the Benches, that it flea 
off all his Skin, and inſtead of Skin, his Body 


was crulted over with one entire Scab, un- ' 


der which abundance of purulent Matter 
bred ; and by the Blows given. him he 
!oſt one of his Arms. Inſfomuch, that the 
Chirurgeon told the Comite, that 1s, the 
Boat-ſiwain of the Slaves, that if they per- 
ſiſted 1n beating this poor Young Man, he' 
could not live four days longer : upon 
which theſe Executioners ceaſed their Out- 
Tages a little while. | 
 Decems. 15. 1699. You have here that, 
which we hear has been done on board the 
Gallies, called the Yalor, the 2ucen, the 
Gallant, the Renown, and others. Fhey have 
given the Baſtonade twice or thrice in the 
Harbour, and at Sea. Peter Sanver of 
Aontelws in:the Dioceſe of UVzes, is dead 
of it. 1ſrael Boucher, Lewis Iſoire, and 
Fohn Viau, have undergone the ſame Pu- 
mifhment, An. Officer. of. the Stern _

for the ſaid ' Sanver, and another called - 
John Viau, to make them ſee hqw the. 
Backs of the others were mangkd, and all 

of-a gore Blood, to terrifie them ; and in- 

deed this Sight, together with -the cruel 

- Blows they received, was very terrible. 
. But notwithſtanding all this, they perſe- 

vered conſtantly., and in a few days after 

Sauvet diced of their Barbarity. 

In February 1700. the Chaplain of the 
Magnanime ordered Mr. Fes £4 Capauc 
to be: moſt cruelly baſtonade'd; becauſe he 
had | (as he ſaid). lately complied, and -- 
would not do it now, being penitcnt for 
his Fall. This bleſſed Servant of -God 
ſuffered this Torment with an admirable 
' Patience. They thought the'next Day to 
fright him into a Compliance, ' by the Ter-, 
ror of renewing the ſame Puniſhment. But. - 
he anſwered, He was rezay for it, and had 
but one Life to loſe for- his Saviour's Sake. - 
And accordingly he was on the 2d of Fe- 
bruary ſtretched all along, and bound faſt. 
with Cords to two croſs picces of. Timber, . 
to make him affiſt at the Saying of the ' 
Maſs, and gave him--at the ſame- time a * 
thouſand Blows on his Back. This la- + 
mentable Sight- occaſioned the Slaves to 
give little: Attention. to the Maſs: Art the '

ſame time Francs Augier and James Pit» 
marin ſuffered & cruel Baſtonade becauſe 
they /would' not put off their Caps to the 


Hoſte. Axgier underwent it twice, and 


they' had a mind to bring him to it the 
third time, but the Surgeon prevented- it, 


by ſaying, that if they did it, the Man. 
would give up the Ghoſt under the Blows. 


And indeed he was very ſick, and like to 
die of it: 

AuguF&the gth, they gave the Baſtonade 
to Iſrael Boaicher, a Slave on board the Re- 
nown, but a more barbarous one to David 
Laget, on board the Magnificent, becanſe 
he refuſed to reverence the Hoſte. The 
Captain told him, that he was to be baſto-. 
naded either till he comply'd, or ſhould 
die under the Blows : and indeed, by be-. 
ing fo cruelly. uſed, he was left nearer 
Death than Life. But for all that, they 
have renewed the Puniſhment this very 
day, AuouFt the gth, and cauſed a luſty 
and ſtrong Furk to ſtrike above One hundred: 
Blows upon his naked: Body. The Execu- 
tion being over, and the Man unable to-ſtir 
Hand: or Foot, he was taken. up by four 
Men, and caſt into the Rowgeole ( that 15s, 
the- Sink of the Galley) loaden with

on. their, Religion ;, it came to paſs, within 


an hour. and half after, that as the Papilts ]. 


were ſaying their Prayers, he gave Satis- 


fation far the. Faylt he had committed, , 


and declared . openly, That , his Weakneſs 


had betrayed him; and; that he had rather 


expiate his Crime by his Death,. than to. com-

On the 30thof Seprember they gave again 
on the Amazon Galley, ſo cruel a Baſtonade, 
that Blood came out of the Mouth of Mau- 
rin Greſle, by reaſon of the Blows given him. 

Oftober the 4th. They add, that the day 
before they had tied Mr. ELas Maurin with 
aPopiſh Slave, to make him that way aſfliſt 
at Maſs, That he- complained of this Vio- 
lence, and hid himſelf under his Seat, ſay- 
ing, He had rather die than comply. He 
exhorted his Brethren to acquit themſelves. 
well in their. Duty, being refolve& to en-" 
courage them more-eftectually by his own:

Moreover they ſend us theſe Particulars: 
which kappened on Afonday Morning; Ofo- 
ber the 4th. They gave juſt now a-general 
order either to put off the Cap, or to make: 
an End of all thoſe who will not do it. So 
that we do expect ( ſay they.) to ſee this 
Evening, or to Morrow, a great Butchery. 

Such - Order was punCtually executed, as 
Kt may be ſeen by Letters written after- 
wards, dated. Ottober the 11th; viz. that 


Mn, Peter Serres,, the eldeſt of theſe three 


worthy 
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worthy Brothers, has, together with three 
other Fellow-Sufferers, - twice undergone 
the terrible Puniſhment of the Baſtonade, 
thar all their Limbs are moſt cruelly. tort, . 
10 pieces ; that they are bruiſed and bloody 
all over by reaſon of their deep. Wounds, 
inſomuch, that the Blood guſhed out of Mr. 
Serres's Side ; and that he being left. half 


. dead upon the Courlſey, ſome other Slaves 


were fain to take him up; and: that they 
have bound his Hands with Manacles, as a 
further addition of Crnelty. Let them cry 
and complain never {o much, this will not 


avail them if they do not comply. They 


ſtrike without any 'pity ; yea,: with ſuch 


| Violence-on the naked Body, that all the 


Blows go to the very Marrow, and make 
the Body rebound half a foot high.. When-: -| 
they are weary of ſtriking, they aflow thent - 
reſt to the next day, and then they begin . 
again, and ſtrike harder and harder on. 
theſe mangled Bodies, and upon the. ſame 
Wounds. Notwithſtanding which, we are 
aſſured that theſe Confeſſors have: ſuffered all 
theſe Outrages with: an extraordinary and 
edifying Patience. Among thoſe who un- ' 
derwent this painful Puniſhment, there 
were La Grange and Pellevier, who are very.

compared with the Bitterneſs of our Suffer- 
ings.; becauſe their Torments , proceeded 
without Intermiſſion till Death gave them : 
the Crown of Martyrdom. * But our Pu- 
niſhment, . which; pierces into - the very; 
Bones, which. bruiſes, which tears the Skin 
off to the Blood, which makes all the Back 
ſvell with a multitude of Blows given with . 
a Rope done over with Pitch and Jar, and 
dipt half a foot into the Sea,, and which 
leaves a Man half dead by reaſon of One 
hundred and twenty Blows given at one 
Beating by-a Iuſty Turk, and who leaves 
us in that wretched Condition, in order to 
. begin again in the Afternoon, or the next 
Morning, as fiercely and. cruelly as ever; 
permitting theſe miſerable Men. to. live. 
thus, that. this barbarous uſage may be the

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more laſting; aad-that they may be put naked 
again-upoir the Courſey, - Fhere is ſome- 
thing, *T-4ay}? in” this Puniſhment more 
dreadful and tetrible-than the Wheel : For 
they are upon the point of Death, and- yet

Tpoken in their behalf to ſome 4mifters 


of the French Court, and deſired them to 


.Put. an end to the Torments inflicted on

Its 


well known at Marſeilles, that they do not
